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PEBFACB. 



The Bditor of this little Manual hopes, 
in all sincerity, that its subject matter 
will not appear new or unfamiliar to 
those who, from childhood, have known 
the Word of God; inasmuch as the 
several Prayers herein comprised are but 
echoes (as, indeed, they ought to be) of 
that Scripture which is able to make men 
wise unto salvation. 

" Sound speech that cannot be con- 
demned," rather than any devotional 
phrases which could not be compre- 
hended, has been consistently preferred 
in these compositions. The doctrine of 
God our Saviour is their constituent sub- 
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stance, and thus will the voice of the 
Qospel be heard among them. 

The chief aim and object, therefore, 
of this publication at the present period 



I. That the Week's Pbayebs should 
enforce the vital truth of salvation 
through the one only Atonement made 
by Christ, and set forth the efficacy of 
His continual intercession, advocacy, and 
grace. 

The like prominence is also given, as 
is 'most due, to the Sanctification of the 
Holy Spirit, the Divine Worker of all 
Holiness in the Creature. 

.II. That these forms of Supplication 
and Thanksgiving should inculcate the 
fear of God, and the faithful keeping of 
His commandments, ** which is the whole 
duty of Man," by appealing to the 
memory, nund, and heart, and calling 
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forth that secret judgment of the soul 
which approves conduct that it knows to 
bfe good, and reproaches itself with that 
which it behoves to be evil in the sight 
of Heaven. 

III. That when the Morning and 
Evening devotions are ended, the hum- 
blest scholar of average inteUigence in 
any household should be able to declare 
that he or she has thoroughly understood 
all that has been spoken. 

This last consideration seemed so 
vitally important, that, at the Author's 
suggestion, one of his acquaintances, an 
Incumbent in the Diocese of Oxford, 
very kindly tested the whole of the 
Prayers, in manuscript, by reading them 
most carefuUy to his domestic servants, 
who declared them to be so plain as to 
need no explanation. 

Where such comprehension is want- 
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ing, attendance on Family Prayers 
amounts to little else than a cold and 
formal compKance with a custom, and 
cannot rationally be expected to exercise 
any the slightest beneficial influence, 
either on the mind or heart : — ^the best 
solution, perhaps, that can be given to 
that ofli-repeated query — " Whence is it 
that Family Prayers avail not, more than 
they do, to secure faithfiilness in Service, 
and Practical Rehgion in our Homes ?"

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It will be seen that these Prayers were 
not intended to supersede the use of any 
of the beautiful Collects, or other short 
comprehensive portions of the Liturgy, 
or adaptations from them. The Collect 
for the Week may be added, at the dis- 
cretion of the reader, immediately after 
each Prayer, as well as the Collect ap- 
pended by the Author, for which any 
other, equally appropriate, may be sub- 
stituted. 

The average length of time occupied 
herein exceeds not six minutes — a limit 
which, of course, may be extended at 
wiU by the introduction of any supple- 
mentary Prayers of like character, or 
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• 

whicli may favour the reading of a por- 
tion of Holy Scripture. 

Comprehensive brevity, however, is 
imposed, in London especially, by those 
continually recurring interruptions of 
silence and privacy over which house- 
keepers have but shght control, rather 
than by the prevalent aversion of large 
or small households from prayer-meetings 
of longer duration. Another considera- 
tion has weighed with the Author : — 
that as no servant would be detained 
longer than these few minutes, the too 
commonly allowed excuse that "the 
work'* below or upstairs would not ad- 
mit of his or her attendance at Prayers, 
is ^hereby cut oflT. The same reasoning 
'apphes when the summons to Prayer 
is sounded at an earlier or later hour 
(as the case may be) than usual : as in 
the case, for instance, of starting on a 
journey, or of bed-time being postponed. 

It is permissible to observe that even 
the short interval above mentioned, 
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WHOLLY CONSEOBATED TO GrOD, is more 

likely to work good than a longer one to 
whicli the mind consents not with equal 
complacency; while the thoughts are 
wandering, and the meditations of the 
heart soon cease to respond to the words 
of the mouth. 

With this provision against weariness, 
unwillingness, and the weakness of even 
very willing spirits, a good hope is enter- 
tained that, even within the limited period 
here set apart for the united devotion 
of an assembling family, ea<>li wor- 
shipper will, by Divine grace, maintain 
that jframe of mind which may render 
prayer, thanksgiving, and praise accept- 
able at the mercy-seat of the Most High, 
and receive that blessing which is pro- 
mised to the same for the merits' sake of 
Christ. 

It has not been considered necessary 
to introduce any special prayers for the 
days on which attendance may have 
been invited to the administration of the 
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Lord's Supper; as so many excellent 
"Aids to Devotion/* "Companions to 
the Altar/' etc., etc., have long siQce 
been famfliar in almost all famiUes duly 
mindful of this matter : a view of things 
already well cared for which apphes 
equally to young persons preparing for 
Confirmation. 

A similar reticence has been observed 
in respect of intercessory prayer for 
relatives, and many others for whom 
supphcation should be made; it being 
presumed that these afiectionate remem- 
brances enter rather into private devotion 
than into Family Worship, many of the 
happiest influences of which are attained 
if it but tend to cherish a sense of Re- 
ligion in every member of the Christian 
man's home, by begimiing and ending 
each day with heartfelt acknowledgments 
of sin and weakness, and of meek and 
grateful dependence on the infinite good- 
ness of God.

Cause us to live 
more and more watchfiilly ; to continue 
ever on our guard against the evil pas-

Though our hearts condemn us — 
though we deserve only Thy judgments 
against us — do Thou, merciful God, 
have compassion upon us, and convert 
our souls, and grant us Thy peace.] 

And give us grace duly to value our 
Christian privileges, and to feel the com- 
fort of a Day of Rest — a Day of Prayer, 
Thanksgiving, and Praise — of instruction 
in righteousness. May we religiously re- 
member that the time of our mortal life is 
most uncertain, and that now only is the

Thus taught and thus enlightened may 
it be our desire to live according to our 
knowledge, and to gain all that consola- 
tion which Thou givest through Thy 
good Spirit to those who humbly draw 
nigh unto Thee. 

Thus may we be led by the Wisdom 
which is from above, and in all dutiful 
and devout obedience enjoy that peace 
which the Lord and Giver of Life in the 
soul alone can grant; through Jesus 
Christ our Lord.
